Kidney Stones 


The presence of a kidney stone, as the name 
indicates, means that the body has allowed a 
hard and unyielding stone to form within the 
kidney. In some cases, these stones will be 
hard enough to cut glass, 


As a general rule, kidney stones form around 
the age of 40 and the average 
age al which they start is 
about 38, although stone 
formation may occur at any 
age. Kidney stones are more 
common in men than in 
women and seem to be pre- 
disposed to by a sedentary 
life. Thus, the patient who 
works sitting down at a desk 
all day seems to be in greater 
danger of kidney stones than 
the one obtaining active exer- 
cise during the day 

There are many theories regarding the causes 
of kidney stones, however, the principal cause 
is one which interferes with the free flow of 
liquid away from the kidney. Whenever any 
condition exists which causes a back-pressure, 
the danger of the formation of a stone is in- 
creased. Thus, certain disorders found in men 
which interfere with kidney drainage are very 
commonly accompanied by stone formation. 
For example, the pressure from an enlarged 
prostrate gland may partially stop the outflow 
of liquid away from the kidney. I believe that 
this is one of the factors which explain why 
kidney stones are more frequently found in 
men than in women,

Health in any portion of the body depends 
upon the prompt removal of waste products and 
disease follows when such removal is not 
accomplished. Any factor interfering with the 
free escape of the waste carrying fluid from the 
kidneys would in turn be followed by stagna- 
tion, poor drainage and consequent irritation. 

A second cause of kidney stones is any form 
of diet which produces an excess of irritating 
material which must be thrown out in the kid- 
ney elimination 

In some individuals there is such a strong 
tendency to the return of stones after they have 
been removed by surgery or have passed out 
of the body, that it is correct to say that they 
have “stone forming kidneys.” The kind of 
water habitually taken to have some 
effect in predisposing to kidney stone forma- 
tion; for example, those drinking hard water

She has won Domin- 
ion records and done a lot to keep Edmonton in the spotlight. 
These Olympics are her one big chance to really get some- 
thing worthwhile out of swimming. It is also the big chance 
of every Edmontonian to show his or her appreciation of 
clean, honest amateur sport. She will be the only Albertan 
in individual competition when the athletes of the world 
gather together at Berlin.
